Nopoleon’s birthday was celebrated by 
the French residents of this city on Sat- 
urday night, the 15th inst. Mons. Fra- 
chet gave a supper and spread a beautiful 
table of wine and eatables to get happy 
over, and the crowd grew enthusiastic as 
iud rubbed against mind and drew forth 
patnotic sentiments. Cheers were mn- 
gled with gusto for the success of Bona- 
part, France and the Southern Confede-~ 
racy.” i 


A letter from Havana informs us that - 


the report 1s current there and 18 believ- 
ed, that the Georgia, Capt. Semmes, had 
met the Yankee brag vessel, Vanderbilt, 
and had sunk her on the fifth round. 

The French took the eity of Tampico 
on the 8th inst., and now hold the place 
with arespectable garrison. Weare m- 
iormed that they are looked for in Meta- 
moras in a short tume. Most of the pub- 
lie records lad been removed from Mat- 
amoros to the interior.

Weare thoroughly satistied, ou 
enquiry and of our own kuowledge, that 
the government is getting the full beue- 
fit of the cotton loan; and we suggest to 
those wno are not, that they can learn 
something by watohing the supplies that 
ave daily béing foi warded to the interior 
for the use of the army.”

“PE in another column we publish 
a communication from Governor Lub- 
booke, addressed to the Rev. J. W. Wag- 
nor, of Houston, it reply to certain abar- 
gos which have (been made against his 
Eixcellonoy about disposing of his prop- 
erty for the purpose of leaving the coun- 
try, We had heard something to this 
effect, stated as a rumor, several months 
ago, but doomed it unworthy of notico, 
and supposed it omanated from some 
drunken Jonfer, or other miserable mis- 
creant, who was trying to brood disaffec- 
tion among the peoplo, Tt now, howev- 
ar, appears to have assumed a more tan- 
gible form, and though we are proud to 
be ablo to publish such a noble and pa- 
triotic vindication of the character of our 
Chiof Exeoutive, we .deeply regret that 
there should be occasion for him to nap- 
pear before the public as his own defend- 
er, We supposed there was scarcely a 
man, woman or child in Texas who was 
not familiar with the history of Governor 
Lubbock, and the self-sacrificing spirit 
ho hag displayed since tho war commen- 
cod. Placed in an offices of responsibility
